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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on March 18, 2009 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Responding to the applicant argument of the rejection of claims 1 - 26: 

According to the applicant's argument of claim 1 , Vogt discloses a composition 
which is substantially free of water in which the water content is less than 0.5 percent as 
being disclosed in the examples. However, Vogt also disclose that the composition can 
be diluted with water to have emulsion form (col. 6: 20- 25) or to be a microemulsion 
composition (col. 8: see claims 36 and 39) which is the same with the claimed invention 
(claim 24). Therefore, having a major amount of water within the range as set forth by 
the applicant to obtain a microemulsion composition is obvious in the teaching of Vogt. 

According to the MPEP 2112.01, II, because Vogt's composition has the same 
components as the claims (see the rejection), Vogt's composition should achieve the 
same characteristic including stability characteristic with all the claimed ingredients. If 
this would not be the case, (1 ) it is the applicant's position to provide evidence to 
support the applicant's position; and (2) it would be the Office's position that the 
application contains inadequate disclosure that there is no teaching as to how to obtain 
the claimed properties with only the claimed ingredients.
